Gurkey v. Goose 


There is always a good deal of argument 
during the festive season as to whether the 
turkey or goose is the more acceptable dish 
for a Christmas dinner. So far as the 
gastronomic merits of the two birds are 
concerned, I confess that by the end of the 
year I do not wish to see either of them 
on the table for another twelve months, 
but in other respects I would give the palm 
to the goose. It is a bird of ancient 
lineage; a good European, and on one 
occasion, at least, it rendered useful 
service when the assault was intended on 
the city. On the other hand, the turkey 
is a comparatively modern acquisition. It 
arrived in Europe about the middle of the 
sixteenth century, and fifty years later was 
almost as popular a table dish as tlie 
goose. In the year 1740, an eccentric 
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nobleman, the Duke of aimh laid a 
wáger for a considerable sum of money 
with Lord Orford, that a flock of turkeys 
would march from Norwich to London, 
and arrive sooner than a flock of geese. 
Had the Duke seen the geese-men of the 
North of Ireland walking their flocks by 
day and night he would have known better 
than to back the wrong bird.. The geese 
won easily, for the simple reason that they 
did not need to perch, while the turkeys 
required at least six hours’ roosting out of 
twenty-four. But turkeys in the wild 
state seem to possess considerable in- 
telligence, to judge by the trick which the 
wild brush turkey-cock at Whipsnade 
played on the authorities recently. He 
marshalled his forces one evening under 
cover of fog, and conducted a skilful re- 
treat through the main gates in the 
direction of Luton. The procession was 
eventually rounded up on the outskirts of 
that town, and persuaded to return to the 
Zoo by means of a trail of Indian corn. 


Pantomimes 


The usual announcement of a ‘‘ Grand 
Christmas Pantomime’’ the other day 
reminded me (writes a correspondent) that 
this word has travelled a long way from 
its original meaning. In the days of the 
Romans, and for long afterwards, panto- 
mimes were persons, not spectacles. They 
wore masks, did not speak, and indicated 
their meaning by gestures. A combination 
of pantomimes, founded on the story of 
Harlequin arid Columbine, led to the 
harlequinade, in which the mask is still 
worn. These performances were introducod 
into England with great success by /onn 
Rich (1681-1781), but during the nineteenth 
century they seem to have been graduaily 
ousted by musical adaptations of the 
famous Perrault’ stories, such as 
“ Cinderella” and ‘‘ Humpty-Dumpty.”’ 
Indeed, until quite recently a short 
harlequinade was usually performed at 
the end of a pantomime. In 1827 the old 
music-hall in Fishamble street was opened 
by Norman, a well-known director of 
“pantomimes and spectacles,’ and 
Bradbury, a favourite clown, and several 
shows, apparently harlequinades, were 
produced. But it is probable that the 
first important pantomime, as we under- 
stand the term, produced in Ireland was 
‘‘Turko the Terrible,” by Mr. Edwin 
Hamilton, at the old Theatre Royal in 
December, 1873. It was while another 
pantomime, “ Ali Baba,” was in progress 
that this famous theatre was birned to 
the ground shortly before a matinée per- 
formance was due to take place on tha 
9th February, 1880. 


Careless Cinema Patrons 


The manager of one of the city cinemas 
tells me that, to judge by the amount of 
lost property they are called upon to deal 
with, Dublin people “ forget everything ’”’ 
when they visit the movies. This is, of 
course, a very good’ thing in one sense of 
the term, and it is a fine tribute tu the 
high standard of entertainment offered. 
It would, however, save the management 
of the various cinemas considerable trouble 
if patrons took greater care of their port- 
able property. One of the rooms in a 
theatre which I recently visited is packed 
with umbrellas, gloves and numerous other 
articles. It is curious that a large pro- 
portion of the owners never return for 
their property. Some of them must be so 
forgetful that they do not remember losing 
their goods. — 


“Ghe Hammersmith Ghost 


So much has been said lately concerning 
the ghosts of Dublin that it may interest 
Yeaders of the famous Hammersmith 
apparition that in the winter of 1804 it 
terrorised that district, and incidentally 
caused at least three deaths—one from 
fright, the other by a frenzied leap from 
a passing wagon, the third is described 
below. At last some of the residents 
decided to lie in wait for the white figure. 
One of them, an Excise officer, carried a 
gun, and when, in the early hours of the 
winter morning, a white-robed figure was 
seen approaching the armed watcher 
called on it to stop, and then fired. The 
bricklayer, in his long white coat, died 
of gunshot wounds, and the Excise officer 
was tried for murder and sentenced to 
death. Circumstances being what they 
were, however, Francis Smith was 
reprieved, and condemned to a compara- 
tively short imprisonment of twelve

TRANSPORT SERVICES 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Srm,—As a mother whom necessity compels 


"to earn her living in business, I give a hearty 


““ Amen ” to your prayer that common-sense 
on both sid*s will be exercised in the tram- 
ways dispute, so that the city’s transport 
may not be stopped on Saturday. But as 
one who from the same imperious business 
needs travels several times in “buses during 
the day, 1 must complain of the. altogether 
inadequate and unsatisfactory service the 
company has been giving us since it got 
the monopoly of city passenger traffic. 
From my home to town is a three-halfpenny 
fare, and I live at the three-halfpenny 
stop, and nearly every morning I have 
either to walk ten minutes in the direction 
of town and wait then, perhaps, five minutes 
before getting a ‘bus from one of five or 
six routes, or else walk back to a twopenny 
stop. It often happens that one or two 
"buses pass me at the three-halfpenny stage 
because they are full—and not only me, but 
up to anything like a dozen others. Some- 
times two “buses, one full and the other not 
full, will pass us at this stage, presumably 
because the one that is not full is running 
late to its time-table. On wet mornings 
when this occurs it is not blessings we pray 
upon the heads of the people responsible 
for these arrangements. It may be thought 
that ten or fifteen minutes do not matter; 
but when I lose fifteen minutes at the 
beginning of my journey and ten more when 
1 am waiting for another ‘bus to take me 
from town to business in another suburb, 
my employer naturally tells me that it is 
a very serious thing for him, and con- 
sequently for me. 

When I get back to town shortly after 
6 p.m. words fail me to describe the dis- 
orderly scene at the Abbey in the mad, wild 
scramble to get a home-going "bus, and that 
after waiting for it from ten to twenty 
Last night I met there a friend 
who told’ me he had been waiting thirty-five 
minutes, I think it was, for a 'bus to Vernon 
avenue. While waiting, two Vernon avenue 
‘buses had, indeed, come in, byt when they 
went off to the 
garage. Í can understand that the drivers 
and conductors work an eight-hour day, or 
whatever it is, and have to knock off at 
certain fixed hours. But whv shonid the

Pantomime was played in London in 1687, 
when ‘“Harlequin’’ was introduced into 
“The Emperor of the Moon ’’—to the disdain 
of Dryden and his contemporaries, who con- 
sidered it to be entertainment which con- 
veyed no moral. Musical pantomime was in- 
troduced into ‘“‘ The Loves of Venus ” (1716) 
by a dancing master named Weaver, who 
realised that the passions could be more 
pleasingly expressed in dance than by run- 
ning about, 


Pantomime in Dublin 


Smock Alley Theatre adopted ‘‘ Harle- 
guin ” and his moms in the eighteenth 
century; but the greatest of the mimes of 
that period was Henry Woodward, . whose 
elaborate stage settings in the Crow Street 
Theatre brought that house down to the 
verge of bankruptcy. ‘‘ King Panto.” rose 
to a great height of popularity after 1820, 
when the Theatre Royal, in Hawkins street, 


i was opened, and there for many years he 


reigned supreme until he transferred his 
throne to South King street. 

Loag before then the evolution of modern 
pantomime hai been taking place. The 
simple allegorical story and the transforma- 
tions incidental to it were sacrificed to 
the demands for elaborate processions 
and other spectacular displays, which, 
in turn. were given up tó make “leg 
room” for what the later programmes 
termed the Corps de Ballet. After them the 
sprightly troup of mythical characters. ap- 
peared only in ‘“‘after-pieces,” which many 
of us who have passed middleage remember 
seeing in the Gaiety Theatre; but soon the 
public lost interest, and now we never see 
them. The evolution is complete: Robinson 
Crusoe has ousted Harlequin; Columbine has 
given place to Polly Perkins, and instead of 
the old-time clown we have the complete 
modern comedian. 

Michael and John Gunn, of the Gaiety 
Theatre, wrested the title of “ The Home of 
Pantomime’’ from the Theatre Royal in 
1874, when they produced “Turko the 
“Terrible,” the ' book ” of Which was written 
by Edwin Hamilton, author.of “ Dublin Dog- 
gerels."’ ‘“Turko’’—said to have been the best 
pantomime ever staged in Dublin—was fol- 
lowed by ‘‘ Cinderella,’’ and from that time 
we always have had the simple children’s 
story for the ‘youngsters,’ with plenty of 
comedy (and beauty, of course) for the older 
youngsters. | |

‘ The Imperial Family 
One of the most remarkable features of 
the Christmas season this year was the. 
success of the Empire broadcast. This 
innovation was a triumph of technical 
skill, and reflected. the highest credit on 
the British Broadcasting Corporation, 
which was responsible for it. On 
Christmas Day, by means of a really 
astonishing piece of organisation, the 
peoples of the British Empire were able 
to convey the season’s .greetings to one 
another, and when they had finished the 
King addressed them in simple language, 
as “head of the family,’’ speaking from 
his own home in Sandringham. Those 
who sat in their studies or drawing-room? 
in this little island, listening to that 
remarkable symposium, must have had 
mixed thoughts. The broadcast switched 
from Mersey Tunnel to Sydney Bridge, 
from Manitoba in far-off Canada to the 
Rand mine fields; and a British officer 
in the Khyber Pass almost. mingled his 
accents with a Tasmanian fisherman, who 
told: his world-wide hearers that to be a 
fisherman in Hobart was much the same 
as to be a fisherman anywhere else—‘‘ It’s 
mostly pretty cold, and often pretty wet.” 
A Cotswold shepherd, who never had been 
to London, and never saw the sea, sent a 
message to his brother in New Zealand. 
Even the Aran Islands contributed their 
quota to the general store of Christmas 
greetings; and the listener felt that, as 
the King said, barriers-of space no longer 
existed. During that short period of time 
the whole British Empire, scattered over 
the face of the globe, was at one. The 
King’s speech, as “head of the family,” 
was symbolic of*the greatest political 
achievement in the history of mankind. 
It brought home not only to the peoples 
of the Empire, but also to millions of 
foreigners who were’ listening to His 
Majesty’s voice, the essential unity of 
that mighty family which, as he declared, 
now had become a fellowship of free 
nations. | 

No Irishman with a spark of imagination 
can have listened to Tuesday's broadcast 
without feelings of pride; for this island 
has contributed almost as much as its 
neighbour to the creation. of the great 
Commonwealth to which the King’s words 
were directed.

Current and Consumption 


Board prove beyond all doubt that a very 
large demand for electrical energy exists 
in the Free State. There is a pro 


in Great Britain, according to the annual 
report of her Electricity Commissioners. 
The output for the year ending with last 
March, throughout the whole country, was 
nearly 35 per cent. greater than the output 
for 1929-30, and amounted to the colossal 
figure of 14,175,000,000 units—1,669, 000,000 
units in excess of the previous year’s total. 
Consimption has kept pace with output. 
The sales in 1933 reached a figure of more 
than eleven million units, representing a 
consumption of approximately 245 units 
per capita of the population. This re- 
markable increase in the British demand 
for electricity is even more surprising than 
the corresponding increase in the Free 
State; for it might be expected that 
Britain, whose coal industry means so 
much to her welfare, would be reluctant 
to encourage a rival source of heat and 
power. As matters stand, however, the 
figures for both sides of the Channel imply 
that the importance of electrical current 


in many foreign countries for years past — 
and that both nations will be expected 
to provide increasingly large supplies as 
time advances. We hope that Ireland 
is taking thé lesson of the Electricity 
Supply Board’s returns” to heart.,- They 
show, that a day is approaching when 
our electrical supply ‘will: be unable” to 
keep ‘abreast of the demand, (Already it 
has become necessary to press the Pigeon 
House steam plant into service as a rein- 
forcement of the Shannon, and the need 
will endure until some more economic 
reinforcement is devised. Our own view, 


famous engineers, is that the Liffey ought 
to be harnessed for the supplying of 
Dublin city and district. with. electricity 
and water at the same time; but, if the 
Government has an alternative scheme in 
mind, it ought to say so before’ the 
shortage becomes a matter of urgency. 
Furthermore, it is time that the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board should reconsider 
its charges. Every Government, and semi- 
Government, department in Ireland seems 
to be pervaded with the belief that low 
charges mean financial loss, They all 
issue plaintive appeals to the people to

and the like; but they steadfastly ‘refuse

His next two plays, “Gallant Cassian’’ and 
‘* The School for Wives,' were not perfect, but 
they did show evidence of care and imagina- 
tion in« the producing, while Pirandello's “Six 
Characters” (his best effort so. far) was a 
revelation to many. ‘This production was 
of a very high quality, ‘and the acting 
was proof that the ‘‘No. 2 Company ’’ is 
beginning to develop in his hands. ‘At 
Mrs, Beam’s,”” no doubt, shows a slight 
falling-off from that standard, but there is 
no reason to suppose that it is anything but 
temporary. The settings, too, which have 
always been one of the Abbey's weakest 
points, have been improved greatly under Mr. 
Bould; Perhaps, in his enthusiasm, he has 
been inclined to over-reach himself a little 
at times, but the freshness and colour in 
“* Gallant Cassian,”’ “ The School for Wives,”’ 
and ' “The Canavans’’ were very welcome 
after the unimgginative staging to which we 
have become almost accustomed,

[Its 
estimated that of the total quantity of 
butter now corisumed in England and 
Wales no less han 90 per cent. is imported, 
and the scheine is designed to stimulate 
the consumption of home produce. Before 
an applicant is granted the use of the 
mark his premises and equipment must be 
approved as hygienic and suitable in all 
respects, and the equipment must include 
adequate working plant for pasteurisation 
and refrigeration. The applicant’s butter 
also must pass a test and must be of the 
standard, and ‘t has been 
decided that the scheme will apply to one 
grade of butter only, which will be of the 
standard known as selected.

Winston Churchill is regarded as a model 
landlord, but it is doubtful whether he 
will be able to confer on any of his tenants 
there the privilege which he has given to 
fourteen people in the little fishing villaze 
County Antrim.

SCHOOL TEACHER AND 
CARETAKER KILLED

CAPETOWN, Thursday. 


South Africa during the Christmas holl- | 
days has been the scene of a number of 
tragedies. In addition to several murders 
involving coloured people, reports from 
various centres in Cape Province describe 
violent deaths among white residents. 

The body of Gertruida de Waal, an 
elderly teacher at a local school, was found 
in the staff-room on Boxing Day. She had 
left the home of friends to fetch some 
books, and appeared to have been 
strangled with her own stocking. 

A man named du Toit, caretaker at the 
school, lay dead in the basement with a 
bullet wound in thelheart. A revolver 
was found near the body. 

News of another double tragedy arrived 
from Coffee Bay, near Transkei district 
on the coast. A man who was fishing on 
the rocks there was shot. Another man 
who was on the spot was also shot and 
wounded and dived into the sea to escape, 
but while swimming received another shot, 
which proved fatal. 

Greater mystery surrounds a shooting 
affair at Constantia, near Capetown, as a 
result of which Miss Inez Ellenberger, a 
twenty-five years old school teacher, has 
died. 

She left for the suburbs this morning 
in a car m company with a local man. 
Later in the day the mtn returned to. 
Constantia, driving at high speed, pulled 


up outside a café, staggered out, crying 


that he had been shot, and collapsed. 

Passers-by rushed to the car, and found 
Miss Ellenberger in the front seat severely 
wounded in the head. She died imme- 
diately. The man, who was wounded in 
the leg and stomach, has been taken to 
hospital in a grave condition.

TWO KILLED IN USS. 
RAIL ACCIDENT

The driver and stoker of a train were 
killed, and twelve persons injured, when 
a Pennsylvania railway passenger train 
ran through an open switch and crashed 
into a goods train here to-day. The pas- 
senger train was derailed. .

Fifteen men were killed and at least 
thirty-five injured when the boiler of a 
locomotive exploded at Montgomery, West 
Virginia.

There were about 350 men aboard the 
train. Suddenly a terrific explosion 
occurred. The first of the three coaches 
was completely destroyed. 

The bodies of the victims were hurled 
through the air, and a building nearby 
was shattered by the force of the explo-

TRAINS COLLIDE 


A railway guard and a woman pas- 
senger were taken to North Staffordshire 
Royal Infirmary last night as the result 
of a collision between two trains near 
Stoke-on-Trent Station. Four other pas- 
sengers suffered from shock, but were able 
to go home. 

The guard, Douglas Smallwood, of New- 
castle-under-Lyme, received a fractured 
leg, and the woman, Mrs, Winifred 
Williams, of Stoke-on-Trent, suffered from 
shock and bruises. 

The collision was between the 6.37 p.m. 
Crewe to Derby train, which was 
stationary on the outskirts of Stoke 
Station, and a local train from Tunstall 
to Longton. The local train crashed into 
the Crewe to Derby train, telescoping the 
rear coach, 

The coach was piled high above the 
preceding coach, but did not overturn. 
The passengers were thrown in all direc- 
tions, but all, with the exception of those 
in the rear coach, esca injury. The 
guards’ van, at the rear of the train, bore 
the brunt of the smash. 

The engine of the local train did not 
leave the metals, and the driver and fire- 
man escaped injury. i 

Traffic was held up for a time, but 
normal working was soon resumed, there 
being a net-work of lines near the station.

The enthusiastic pro-German voters 
expect an 85 per cent. vote, and the more 
cautious 70 per cent., while the Status 
Quo supporters believe they will have 40 
per cent. of the electorate behind them, 
in view of the, “ horror,’’ which, they say, 
the Hitler Government inspires in the 
Saar. 

In the meantime the campaign by the 
pro and anti-Hitler German newspapers 
continues with great vigour. - 

Both sides are busy daily denying each 
other’s stories of events in Germany, leav- 
ing it to the unfortunate Saarois which 
he should believe. 

The British forces in the Saar, in- 
different to the war of words raging 
around them, are carrying on as if they 
were at home. A battalion of the Fast 
Lancashires went for a route march 
through Saarbrucken with its band play- 
ing. Everywhere the soldiers were watched 
with interest.

The latest of these is a bill authoris- 
ing the Finance Minister to give guarantees 
to industries engaged in producing substi- 
tute raw materials. Already plans have 
been láid for the production of oils and 

trol from coal and lignite, with the 

ject of freeing Germany from all depend- 
ence on foreign sources of supply, and 
efforts are being made to find domestic 
substitutes for textile yarns, mineral ores 
and fats hitherto imported. Aceording to 
an article published recently by Professor 
Ubbelohde in the Deutsche Volkswirt- 
schaft, practical substitutes for wool and 
cotton have now been evolved in the shape 
of mixtures of flax and artificial silk, and 
the same author believes that the problem 
of producing fats, for example, for the soap 
má abha can be solv by German 
chemists. 

How far these substitute materials will 
really prove serviceable in practice has 
still +o he shown by experience, but in the 
meantime it is, perhaps, worth while in- 
quiring why the German Government is 
making such strenuous efforts to attain 
the goal of self-sufficiency. Why do Herr 
Hitler and his chief collaborator in the 
economic sphere, Dr. Schacht, behave as if 
Germany were a beleaguered city, ringed 
round with enemies rather than potential 
customers, at a time when most of 
the rest of the world is beginning 
to feel its way out of the great de- 
pression? It is natural enough, in the 
circumstances, that those who have reason 
to be suspicious of the ultimate designs 
of the present régime in Germany should 
interpret this economic policy in a sinister 
light, but there is a very much simpler 
explanation, which seems to cover, at any 
rate, some of the more important facts. 

Germany's economic difficulties can, 
nearly all of them, be traced to a single 
source—namely, the attempt to combine 
two essentially contradictory policies by 
maintaining artificially the gold parity of 
the mark in a world in which gold prices 
are stationary, or even falling, while at 
the same time creating a huge domestic 
expansion financed by borrowed money, 
with the object of raising internal prices 
and reducing unemployment. The first 
result of this attempt was to reverse 
Germany 's trade balance by increasing 
imports’ and decreasing exports, thus 
leaving no surplus out of which to meet 
claims of Germany’s foreign creditors, who 
have been forced to submit to a mora- 
torium the duration of which cannot at 
present be foreseen. i 

The second result has been to necessi- 
tate an extremely stringent control of im- 
ports, so as to enable the raw materials 
required for this internal “ boom” to be 
financed out of the proceeds of Germany’s 
decreased exports. Hence the feverish 
anxiety of the German Government to 
find, at all cost, some domestic substitute 
for the materials at present imported,

The Kaiser was discussing the situation 
in Roumania. Lord Granville reported 
the conversation as follows :— 

His Majesty said that if Roumania and 
Bulgaria chose to fight he did not much 
care, provided others were not drawn in, 
but he was very seriously afraid that 
Russia would interfere, and if Russia 
moved so would Austria. 

I said it was a terrible idea that after 
the way England and Germany had been 
working together to SS the peace, and 
using theit influence with their respective 
friends to prevent an outbreak, we might 
yet find ourselves at war. 

His Majesty exclaimed that such |a 
thing was unthinkable. With enormous 
self-control he had refused al! tl.is time to 
take any steps towards mobilisation, but 
if he found his Western frontier 
threatened he must take action. 

It was England’s business, he said, to 
keep France quiet. 


KEEPING THE PEACE 


I ventured to say that I was sure France 
would do nothing unless His Majesty 
joined Austria. Could he hold aloof if 
Russia and Austria went to war. 

If Russia attacked Austria, he replied, 
of course he must fight. 

For twenty-five years he had resolutely 
kept the peace, in spite of many provoca- 
tions. He was convinced that he had 
been entrusted by heaven with the mission 
of maintaining the peace of Europe, and 
he meant to do it, but if anyone dared to 
break that peace, he would smash them— 
a very different kind of smashing from 
1870. 

This last. sentence His Majesty uttered 
with tremendous emphasis, his eyes gleam- 
ing and his fist thumping the air. People 
amused themselves, he said, with sinister 
motives in decrying his army, but anyone 
who believed such stories would have a 
rude awakening if the time came for him 
to strike. 


BRITAIN’S MISTAKE 


His Majesty then went back to the old 
story of England’s fatal mistake in attach- 
ing herself to France and Russia. If 
England and Germany stood together they 
could enforce peace on the whole of the rest 
of the world, and far from complaining of 
his fleét we should wish it were stronger. 

As it was, what good did we get out of 
our friendship with Russia. How could we 
trust the Russians. They were an Oriental 
race, under a Western veneer. If you dealt 
with a Russian under the impression that 
he was a European, you were certain to 
fail. When he lied you were taken aback 
and put at a disadvantage, whereas he, 
himself, always remembered that they 
were Orientals, always knew that they 
would lie, and only wondered what lie they 
would tell. 

It was a terrible thing, he said, that the 
destinies of that huge Empire were in the 
hands of two such weak and incompetent 
men as the Emperor and Sasonoff. 


THE WORST INTRIGUERS 


England, exclaimed His Majesty, had 
never had a great statesman since Lord 
Salisbury—lI resisted the temptation to ask 
what statesman Germany had had since 
Bismarck—Germany alone, of all the 
countries in Europe, had a clear conscience 
—she alone had never, never intrigued, 
and never tried to grab. 

At this I said I must protest—we had 
never either intrigued or tried to. 


‘“You are the worst of the lot,” he 
replied. “ Your representatives have in- 
trigued against mine everywhere.” el 
had always held out his hand to England, | 
and since the death of Queen Victoria he ! 
had always been rebuffed. 

After we had entered into our precious | 
Entente with France he had once spoken 
to King Edward and begged him to use 
his great influence to say one word in 


France, asking her to adopt a more amiable | 


attitude towards Germany. King Edward 
had answered that he certainly would do 
so, but nothing more had been heard of it, 
and France and Germany still stood and 
glared at each other like des chiens de 
fatence. 

“ Many of his remarks did not carry 
conviction,’’ adds Lord Granville, “but I 
am convinced of his firm belief in his 
mission to keep the peace and of his 
ambition to be known in history as the 
Emperor of Peace, and I may venture to 
add that I believe a war would be quite 
especially distasteful to him in this year 
of his jubilee and of his daughter's 
marriage.” 


A PREVIOUS CONVERSATION 


A month before this Sir E. Goschen, the 
British Ambassador at Berlin, had re 
ported to Sir Edward Grey another con- 
versation which’ he had had with the 


should continue to work together, had 
given too definite a form to Prince 
Lichnowsky’s instructions, which had been 
simply to consult as to the best means of 
causing the Turks to realise their position 
and make peace. 

EUROPE’S NERVES 

“In any case,” said the Chancellor, 
‘the Powers must see to it that this war 
is brought to a conclusion, and that all 
the questions which are now agitating 
Europe are settled once for all. We have 
been on tenter-hooks for too long, with 
war always looming in the background. 
This state of things is getting on the 
nerves of all Europe, and is interferin 
with every sort of social, financial an 
political development.”’ 

He declared that no one knew how near 
we had been to war, adding: ‘‘I do not 
wish to give away political secrets, but I 
can assure you that, if it had not been 
for England and Germany, Europe would 
be in a state of war at this moment.” 

The documents published in this volume 
relate to the Balkan wars, but a prophecy 
of what was coming was contained in @ 
despatch from Sir F. Cartwright, the 
Ambassador at Vienna, to Sir A. Nichol- 
son, the Permanent Under Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs. 


SERVIAN ASPIRATIONS 


On January 31, 1913, he wrote:— 

‘“Servia will some day set Europe by 
the ears, and bring about a universal war 
on the Continent. It will be lucky if 
Europe succeed in avoiding a war as a 
result of the present crisis. ' 

Sir H. Bax-Ironside, our Ambassador at 
Sofia, held similar views; for on Feb- 
ruary 9, 1913, he wrote to Eir Edward 
Grey “ that as long as Servian aspirations 
remain unsatisfied—and they are far from 
being fulfilled at present—South-Eastern 
Europe will remain in a turmoil, and ‘the 
risk of a European war will always have 
to be considered.’’ ' : 

Germany's desire to win England's 
favour, or obtain assurances that she 
would remain neutral in the event of a 
conflict at this time, is referred to by Sir 
A. Nicholson in a despatch to Sir 6. 
Buchanan, the British Ambassador at St. 
Petersburgh, on February 25th, 1912. 


GERMAN UNEASINESS 


He was discussing the Balkan Federa- 
tion, and wrote: “(Germany is really 
becoming uneasy as to her own position, 
as she has on one side of her Russia, 
with her ever-increasing military and 
financial strength, and, on the other side, 
France, who is now fully prepared for 
war, and where a martial spirit exists, 
perhaps, even to a somewhat dangerous 
degree. In these circumstances, Germany 
has been making the most persistent 
efforts to win us over to her side, or, in 
any case, to obtain from us some -assur- 
ance that we should remain neutral in 
case of a European conflict breaking out. 

“ We certainly do not intend to tie our 
hands in this manner, and I have no 
doubt that she would pay equally 
assiduous court to St. Petersburg. . . . 

“I only wish, in view of the disturbed 
state of Europe, and the black clouds 
which exist on the horizon, that we, our- 
selves, were in a more efficient state of 
preparation than we are. Still, our Navy 
is as good as possible, and there is no 
doubt, greatly superior to that of any 
other country, or, indeed, of any probable 
combination. Still, I should like to see 
us stronger on land, and in a position to 
send and maintain a considerable expedi- 
tionary force to assist our friends, and they 
require it.” 


EUROPE’S ONLY STATESMAN 


The high esteem in which Sir Edward 
Grey was held abroad is illustrated by a 
passage in a communication from Sir F. 
Cartwright during the trouble over the 
blockade of the Montenegrin coast. Writ- 
ing to the Permanent Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, he says:—‘* Austrian 
political circles look upon Sir Edward 
Grey ag the only statesman in Europe who 
has thé prestige and the courage to hold 
back Russia from pushing forward too 
far her demands, and to prevent the some- 
what weak French Government from 
allowing themselves to drift too much on 
the Russian current. 

‘“The prestige of England in this part 
of the world, and among the Balkan 
States, is supreme just now, and there 
seems t» be a good probability that, what- 
ever course Sir Edward Grey may advise 
the Powers to follow, will in the long run 
be accepted by them.”

OLDEST MEMBER OF R. AND A.

Colonel William Morgan Playfair, who died 
at his home in Hope street, St. Andrews, 
yesterday—his ninety-second birthday—was 
the oldest member of the Royal and Ancient

HEN Sir William White, on August

The name of Normand had, indeed, be- 
come a synonym for all the qualities essential 
to such a reputation, ae ee years 
have since Jacques-Augustin Normand 
died;’and no fewer than 206 ní 
forebear, Francois Normand, 1697-1772, began 
building ships at Honfleur. It was Augustin

EARLY SHIPS 


» The early ships built at Honfleur were, of 


course, sailing vessels, but in 1829 Augustin 
Normand built his first steam vessel, and. 
about twelve years later, in collaboration with 
the English marine éngineer, John Barnes, 
he built the screw ship Napoleon, which 
attained a record speed of 12 knots. Fifty 
years later Jacques-Augustin Normiand built 
the historic torpedo-boat Forban, which in 
1895 attained a speed of 31 knots, another 
record. But these are only a few of the many 
noteble vessels built and ergined at Havre, 
some of which are referred to in an interesting 
illustrated brochure, Chantiers et Ateliers 
Augustin-Normand, Le Havre, recently pub- 
lished by the firm. Of later years the firm

The Carnegie Hero Fund Bronze 
Medallion—the highest award that the 
Trustees can make—and a grant of £20 is 
to be given to James Ferns, of Glasgow, 
the man who jumped in front of a train 
to save a woman passenger. 

The decision to award the medallion to 
Ferns was made by the Trustees at their 
meeting in Dunfermline yesterday. 

It is seldom that the medallion is 
awarded—in fact, this is the first occasion 
this year. 

The Chairman of the Trust and the Con- 
vener of the Hero Fund Committee per- 
sonally are to present Ferns with his 
awards. 

Ferns, # railway platform ‘porter, lives 
at North Croft road, Springburn, Glasgow. 
On November 12 traffic had been de- 
layed by dense fog, and at Gilmour Street 
Station, Paisley, a woman, hearing a train 
approaching, walked forward too far and 
fell on the line, breaking her wrist. Only 
her brother and a young boy saw what 
had happened. Shouting for help, the 
woman scrambled to her feet, and from a 
kneeling position on the platform her 
brother tried to pull her to safety. 
Ferns having heard cries, and knowing 
that there was no time to spare, brushed 
the man aside and leapt down to the per- 
manent way between the woman and the 
oncoming train. 
Ordering the woman to lie down, Ferns 
assisted her to get close against the wall, 
and then threw himself down at her feet 
as the train passed. When it came to a 
standstill, Ferns rose and helped the 
woman on to the platform.

OBITUARY. 
MR. BASIL W. MAINEY 


The death of Mr. Basil W. Mainey took 
place, after a short illness, at the Royal City 


of Dublin Hospital, Baggot street, Dublin, 


yesterday morning. Mr. Mainey was about 
his business as usual on Christmas Eve, but 
in the early afternoon on Christmas Day he 
was taken ill, and, as ais condition became 
more serious, he was removed to the hospital 
that night, and an operation was found neces- 
sary. This was performed, and the patient 
rallied, but gradually his condition became 
worse, and he passed away. Mr. Mainey was 
book-keeper in the firm of Messrs. J. Jx 
Graham and Co., pharmaceutical chemists, 
Westmoreland street, Dublin, but it was as 
an Association Football official that he was 
known not alone throughout the Free State 
and Northern Ireland, but in England, Scot- 
iand and Wales, and of later years in those 
countries with which the Free State has been 
engaged in international] exchanges, For over 
forty years he had been connected as an 
official with the management of Association 
football in Ireland; first as secretary of the 
old Tritonville Club in Sandymount, and later 
with the Shelbourne Club, whose secretary, 
he was during those memorable years when 
the famous “ Reds’ were . distinguished 
members of the Irish Football League and 
winners of the Irish Cup. A keen judge of a 
footballer, he was instrumental in introducing 
to the game many players who afterwards 
made their names in international circles, 
When the Southern clubs seceded from the 
Irish Footall Association, Mr. Mainey threw 
in his lot with the newly-formed body, and 
later became secretary of the Free State 
Football League which came into existence. 
Ever since he held that post, and it was 
largely due to his splendid powers of organ- 
isation and his keen and shrewd business 
ability that the League is to-day so firmly 
established. His wide and ripe experience 
was placed unreservedly at the call of all 
clubs and officials, many of whom he helped 
over difficult stiles. He had a great under- 
standing of the game, and for him difficulties 
only existed to be overcome. His tact and 
soft, persuasive methods, helped smooth out 
all sorts of troubles, and these qualities won 
him the complete confidence of all who were 
associated with him in the management of the 
game. 

Apart from football, he took a keen interest 
in rowing, and was for many years a member 
of the Commercial Rowing Club. In private 
life he was the most genial and pleasant of 
companions, with a fund of humour and a 
dry wit that won him a host of friends in all 
circles. He was unmarried, and lived with 
his sisters at 5 St. James's terrace, Sandy- 
mount. To these the heartfelt sympathy of 
his countless friends will go out in their great 
bereavement. 
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MR. ROBERT GAGEBY 

The death of Mr. Robert Gageby, J.P., 
a former member of the Belfast Corporation, 
and subsequently a leading official under 
the Ministry of Labour in Northern Ireland, 
took place yesterday at his residence, 45 
Brookhill avenue, Belfast. Mr. Gageby had 
long been identified with the industrial 
affairs of the city. He was for many years 
secretary of the Flaxdressers’. Society, and 
was for a long period a leading member of 
the United Trades’ Council. He represented 
the Shankill Ward in the Corporation, and 
was Chairman of the Baths and Lodging 
House Committee. At the general election 
in January, 1910, he was Labour candidate 
for the North Belfast Division, having as 
his opponent the late Mr. Robert Thomp- 
son. The division was carried by the official 
Unionist candidate after a very hard fight. 
Some time after the election Mr. Gageby 
was invited to London to interview Mr. 
Winston Churchill, who was then head of 
the Home Office, relative to the opening of 
a Labour Bureau in Belfast. He became 
manager of it, and discharged his responsible 
duties with sympathetic tactfulness. When 
the War broke out he was appointed In. 
vestigation Officer of the Labour Depart. 
ment under the Ministry of Munitions. When 
the Labour administration was transferred 
to the Government of Northern Ireland he 
was absorbed into the service, and his vast 
experience proved of immense value to the 
Ministry until his retirement.

ACCIDENT 
DRIVER KILLED 


An inquest was opened and adjourned 
yesterday in Steevens’s Hospital, Dublin, on 
Thomas Behan (53), motor driver, of Johns 
town, Chapelizod, County Dublin. 

The City Coroner (Dr. D. A. MacErlean) 
said that . Behan was knocked down on 
Chapelizod Bridge at 10.15 p.m. on Christmas 
Eve by a motor car driven by Isaac Jacob 
Levins, of Golden Bridge House, Inchicore.

Evidence of identification was given by 
Thomas Behan, who said that his father’s eye- 
sight and hearing were both perfect. 

Dr. O’Toole, house surgeon, said that death 
was due to cerebral hemcrrhbage and com- 
pression following fracture of the skull. He 
did not think that the man actually had been 
run over. His injuries, however, were con- 
sistent with being struck on the right side of 
the head by a motor car.
